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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior art continues to obviate the instant 
claims. Mathiowitz discloses a continuous method of making microcapsules comprising forming an emulsion (col. 8, lin. 40-50). 
Hydrocolloids and colloids are added to the mixture that are the same as the instant claims (Examples). Additonal layers of protective 
hydrocolloids may be added tot eh formulation (col. 1 , lin. 25-32). The formulation is heat treated in order to strengthen the outer walls 
resulting in multiwalled microcapsules with droplets encapsulated by larger droplets (col. 7, lin. 20-25). Biologicaly active agents are 
included in the formulation and are encapsultaed by the hydrocolloids. The supporting referenc provide the speciifc active agents and oil 
componnets lacking from Mathiowitz, establishing the level of skill in the art regarding the formation of microcasules. It would have been 
obvious to include the bacteria of claim 40 as seen by Brach since both patents stavbilize similar biologically a ctive agents via 
microencapsulation. Linger provides specific pressure and environmental conditions, while Yan provides the specific oil. These 
combinations would have been obvious in order to produce a more stable and rupture resistant microcapsule. The microcapsule would 
have improved load cpapcity as well. For these reasons the claims remain obviated. 
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
